As close a rapprochement as Pos- | 
sible with the United States and with 
France. \ 

A friendly understanding with Ger- | 
many to halt the steady deterioration 
of Anglo-German relations in the past 
two years. 

An understanding with Italy, cutting 
Short friction in the Mediterranean, 
Africa and Near East, which has grown 
progressively more serious since the 
Sanctions crisis of 1935. 

Conclusion of a Western European 
Security Pact to take the Place of the 
defunct Locarno agreement and guar- 
antee Europe a respite from the re- 
current crises which more than once in 
the last few years threaten to cause 
war. Such a pact would underline Bri- 
tain’s belief in organizing a system 
of collective security rather than mere 
bilateral agreements. 

An agreement with Japan to stabil- 
ize affairs in the Far East and insure 
the security of Britain’s $1,500,000,000
